American Consul Reports. 


Washington, Jan. 17.—A brief dis- 


patch was received at the state de- 
partment, dated Jamaica, and signed 
"American Consul," stating that King- 
ston had been destroyed and hundreds 
of lives lost, and stating that food was 
badly wanted. As a matter of fact, 
the signature to this dispatch was mis- 
leading, for the consul is absent on 
leave Worn his post. It was assumed 
at the department that the vice and 
deputy consul, William H. Orrett, at 
Kingston, had sent the dispatch. A 
reference in the cablegram to the fire- 
proof safe is understood to convey as- 
surance of the safety of the consular 
records and papers. It was also re- 
garded as possible that the message 
might have, come/.from Nicholas R. 
Snyder, the American consul at. Port 
Antonio, on the island of Jamaica. 


However, the dispatch was regard- 


ed as warranting the taking of instant 
measures of relief. Indeed, the navy

to Third street, in the doWn town sec- 
tion. Water seeping tnrougn the drain 
at the roundhouse of the Big' Four, at 
Mills street, is covering the tracks. 
The tracks are set six or eight inches 
above the ground.

along the river front have four inches 
of water in the cellars. In Coving- 
ton, Newport and other cities across 
the river, water 
IB in 
the cellars. 


River packets are unable to pass un- 
der the bridges. 


Local Forecast Official 'Bassler said: 


"The weather conditions are likely to 
result in more rain in the Ohio val- 
ley. 
Hence the river 
situation 
is 


serious, since the 
water is already 


above the flood stages. Without more 
rain and with the river falling above 
Wheeling, there are still two or three 
days more of rising waters to be ex- 
pected at Cincinnati. There should be 
scant 60 feet at Cincinnati by even- 
ing, with more water coming. Heavy 
rains would, of course, augment this 
rise." 


Weather Bureau's Bulletin. 


Washington, Jan. 17. — The weather 


bureau issued the 
following flood 


warning, announcing the steady rise 
of the Ohio river and more serious 
flood conditions below the mouth of 
Little Kanawha river and the lower 
Mississippi river: "It is still raining in 
the Ohio valley, and more rain is in- 
dicated for Thursday. These will ren- 
der the situation still more serious be- 
low the mouth of the Little Kanawha 
and preparations should be made -for 
severe floods. The Mississippi, below 
Cairo, IB above flood stages over prac- 
tically its. entire length, and the addi- 
tional rise now coming down:lhe Ohio 
will prolong and accentuate the lower 
Mississippi- flood conditions." 


Outlet Defective. 


Portsmouth, O., Jan. 17. — A state of 


alarm has seized the city over the dis- 
covery that the flood tide outlets art 
out of working order. The water from 
overflowing sewers has filled the base- 
ment of the Masonic Temple in the 
heart of the city, and many other busi- 
ness houses. Much damage to property 
is expected when the river reaches the 
55-foot mark, which now seems cer- 
tain. Dozens of families have been 
forced to flee from their houses in the 
submerged district. 


Floods in .Eastern Kentucky. 


Louisville, Ky., Jan. 17. — The east- 


ern half of Kentucky is facing a flood 
situation, which, although it has thus 
far

damage,

testimony for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing all tbe facts with reference to or 
connected with 'the affray at Browns- 
ville, Tex., on the night of Aug. 13, 
1906. Said committee Is authorized 
to send for persons and papers, 
to 


administer oaths; to sit during the 
sessions of the senate, and, if deemed 
advisable, at 
Brownsville or else- 


where; the expenses of the investiga- 
tion to be paid out of the contingent 
fund of the senate." 
~ Tbe language of this provision is 
satisfactory to Senator Lodge 
and 


other supporters of the administration 
in the matter of the discharge of the 
negro troops, and it is believed by 
senators that it wilt be quite unani- 
mously accepted.
